DeatTu cor Thomas W. Dewry.— 
No more painful shock has fallen 
upon this community than the an- 
nouneement by telegraph of the 
death yesterday morning of Thomas 
W. Dewey at Charlotte, of congestion 
ofthe brain. For though long since 
ceasing to bea resident of J aleigh, 
the strong ties formed by one so warm 
in his impulses and so genial in his 
vature had never been weakened 
Though a citizen of another place, he 
was held hereasoneonly temporarily 
absent, preserving the same com- 
munity of feeling and the same 
identity of interest. Few men head 
more and warwer friends, and (there 
were few who so well deserved them. 
For whatever there wasof manliness, 
of sterling straight forward integrity, 
of geniality of temper, of racy humor 
and of sparkling wit, united with 
sound judgment, uncommon sagacily 
in business, and a burning public 
spirit, were all concentrated in T. W. 
Dewey, making him the valued 
friend, the delightful companion and 
the useful citizen. 

Mr. Dewey was born, we believe, in 
the early partof the year 1527, his 
death occurring in the 48th year of his 
uge. Hegraduated at the University 
of North Carolina in 1848. Ilis 
peculiar talents early directed his at- 
tention to the science and business of 
banking, to which he uudeviatingly 
devoted his life —in the early;part of 
his career, in Raleigh. Some years 
before the war he movedto Charlotte, 
being connected with the branch of 
the State Bank in that city. Afterthe 
war, be conducted a banking institu: 
tion known as the Bank of Mecklen- 
burg under the name of Tate and 
Dewey, of which institution he was 
President at the time of his death. 

In Charlotte he maintained the 
same high character won at home, 
and gathered around him the same 
host of sincere friends, securing at 
the same time the highest public con- 
sideration for his eminent business 
character and active public spirit 
which made him prominent in mun- 
icipal affuirs. 

Mr. Dewey was a zealous Mason,and

Sad Death of an Inventor,

In horror she turned 
to the list of “*killed,”’ and found the 
name Of herhusband, She shricked 
and fell to the floor. The man's 
mother, who lived with him, immes 
dintely seized the paper to find the 
cause of her daughter-in-law’s dis- 


tress. On tinding it,she fell to the 
floor beside ber, and expired. The 
wife became raving maniac.

shows a marked decrease ; and it is 
thought that if matters do not 
change the total number arrivals at 
New York forthe year will be less 
han 100,000, whilst in) former years 
it was sometimes thrice that num- 
ber. Im June, 1875, there came into 
New York 13,989 immigrants, com- 
pared with 20,602 in June i874. In 
the three months April, May, and 
June, this year, the arrivals were 
45,566, whilst in the same three 
months of last year they reached 6s,- 
#5. There was a decrease of fone 
third, compared with year, 
which itself showed a decided de- 
crease of 1878. The Atlantic steam-

The Veteraus of the Third Georgia 
Regiment Visits Their Old Camp- 
ing Ground Around Norfolk and 
Portsmouth, Va. 


The Norfolk papers of yerterday 
contain full particulars of the visit of 
the veterans soldiers of the Third 
Gieorgia Regiment to that locality. 
The Journa/ thus introduces its ac- 
count of their arrival there: 


More than fourteen years ago, 
while the smoke was ascending from 
the ruins of Gosport Navy-yard, and 
amid the consternation an excite- 
ment existing in our city on account 
of the threatening attitude of several 
men-of-War in our harbor, the whis- 
tle of the steam horse heralded the 
arrival of ten military companics 
from Georgia: the Confederate Light 
Guards, Captain E. J. Walker; Wii- 
kinson Rifles, Captain W. A. Beall; 
Brown Rifles, Gaptarn R. B. Nesbit: 
Athens Guards, Captain H. C. Bil- 
iups; Young Guards, Captain A. H. 
Lee; Home Guards, Captain J. 5. 
Reed; Dawson Greys, Captain R. L. 
McWhorter; Governor’s Guards, 
Captain J. RK. Griflin; Burke Guards, 
Captain W. C. Musgrove; and Blod- 
rett Volunteers, Captain Foster 
Blodgett. 

Soon after their arrival in this city 
the Third Georgia regiment Was or- 
ganized withthe heroie Wright as 
Colonel, James 8S. Reed Lieutenant 
Colonel, and A. H. Lee Major—a 
splendid military body ‘numbering 
more than one thousand men. Thus, 
in the hour of our extremity, Greor- 
gia sentthe choicest jewels for our 
protection and assistance. How well 
they performed their mission, the 
many battle fields from Sawyer’s 
Lane to Appomattox answer. After 
four years of war they returned to 
the Kmpire State of the South, shat- 
tered, scattered and wrecked, leaving 
perbaps nearly half beneath the sod, 
to rebuild their ruined fortune, 

Yesterday evening at 7) o’clock the 
survivors of thatonee proud and 
splendid body of soldiery returned to 
this city ‘‘without the pomp and eir- 
cumstance of war,”’ clad as civilians, 
to hold their second annual reunion 
on the first camping-ground. At 
the High street depot they were 
met by an immense congregation 
of  citizens—ex-Confederates and 
iiremeu—and one universal shout of 
welcome went up from the crowd 
amidst the roar of artillery and sweet 
strains of music. Then came the 
hearty handshaking, while hundreds 
of fair hands were waiving their 
handkerchiefs—tokens of friendly 
greetings from beautiful ladies for 
the brave and gallant visitors. The 
national salute was fired from the 
wharfby the artillery corps of the 
Chambers Fire Company. 

It is the intention of the people of 
Norfolk and Portsmouth to give 
these visitors a good time. They 
willalso visit the historie ground 
around Petersburg, where it was 
theic privilege to engage in many a 
sanguinary coufiict.
